WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Edsel 
Ford told Senate investigators to- 
day the Ford Moir Co, had $32,- 
500,000 on deposit in the Guardian 
Bank group of Detroit when it 
was closed by the Michigan bank 
holiday. 

Ford, son of Henry Ford, and 
president of the motor company, 
said it maintained large deposits 
with the Guardian National Bank of 
Commerce and the Union Guardian 
Trust Co. 

When the banks were closed early 
the morning of Feb. 14, 1933, he 
said, the company had deposits of 
$15,000,000 in the first of these two. 
His statement left the inference 
that the balance was in the trust 
company. 
- Ford told newspaper men his 
company had got back about $11,- 
500,000 of the amount on deposit. 
Ford testified in reply to ques- 
tions by Ferdinand Pecora, counsel 
for the senate Banking Commit- 
tee. 

Ford said that he had about 50,- 
000 shares of Group stock when the 
bank holiday came. 

At one time, previous testimony 
showed, this amount was valued at 
approximately $15,000,000, but since 
has become worth less than noth- 
ing, due to assessment of stock- 
holders. 

Ford denied a suggestion by the 
investigators that the Ford Motor 
Co. purchased $7,500,000 of Govern- 
ment bonds at the end of 1932 to 
avoid a State tax. 

Swelling Deposits. 

Pecora asked if the Ford com- 
pany had made any “special or 
temporary” deposits in the’ bank 
units. “There may have been,” Ford 
replied. 

“How many?” “I have no idda.” 

“What was the purpose?” “To 
show an increase in deposits.” 

“Do you think it is an ethical 
manner of improving a bank’s de- 
posits?” Pecora asked. 

Before Ford replied, Pecora asked 
the witness’ attorney not to advise 
him on questions of opinion. 

“I don’t remember the circum- 
stances,” Ford replied. 

Pecora repeated the question. 
“Why no, I don’t suppose it is,” 
Ford replied at last.

Pecora asked Ford if the motor 
company had purchasec. $7,500,000 
of United States Treasury notes on 
Dec. 31, 1932, from the Guaranty 
Trust Co. of New York and sold 
them back Jan. 3, 1933. “It is 
quite possible,” Ford replied, 

“What was the réason?” “I don’t 
remember that specific transaction, 
but we probably wanted to show 
less cash in our annual statement 

to be published in Massachusetts 
later,” Ford said. : 

Denies Attempt to Evade Tax.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Theo- 
dore Taney, president of Pittsburgh 
Airways, told Senate investigators 
today that a contract for carrying 
mail on the New York-Kansas City- 
Los Angeles route was let to Trans- 
ecntinental and Western Air on 
terms which cost the Government 
approximately $1,670,000 annually 
more than the bid of his company 
and associates would have cost. 

His company’s bid was 64 per 
cent of the 75-cent (pius variables) 
maximum, whereas the successful 
bidder asked 97% per cent, he said. 
Taney figured this meant an excess 
cost to the Government of $835,000 
annually on the basis of one trip a 
da. Two trips a day ar- now be- 
ing operated, he said. 

Mellon Concern Got Contract. 

Taney, whose Pittsburgh Airways 
quit business in 1931, testified that 
the mail contract from New York 
to Pittsburgh was let to Pittsburgh 
Aviation Industries, a Mellon com- 
pany, which previously never had 
operated a plane on regular sched- 
ule along the route. Postmaster- 
General Brown had: assured him, 
he said, he would be “taken care 
: 

After a Washington confenence 
of aviation operators, at which 
Pittsburgh Airways was not repre- 
sented, Brown urged him to keep 
going, Taney said. Later, he testi- 
fied, Brown promised him a con- 
tract between Buffalo and Toronto, 
but postoffice officials told him 
they had never heard of it when 
he sought to have it put into effect. 
Brown was on the West coast at 
the time. 

Previously J. D. Condon of the 
Pittsburgh Airways said his com- 
pany had made a bid on a trans- 
continental route but that the Post- 
office Department had injected a 
night flying clause into the bidding 
which disqualified it. The contract 
had been given to American Air- 
ways because of the night flying 
clause, Chairman Black developed, 
but flying was done by day, as the 
successful bidder was not equipped 
for night service. 

Memorandum Altered. 

D. M. Sheaffe,r chief of passenger 
transportation of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of Transconti- 
nental Air Transport, said a memo- 
randum given to the committee hdd 
been altered to eliminate reference 
to former Postmaster-General 
Brown’s attitude toward giving his 
company an air-mail contract. 

The memorandum, from Sheaf- 
fer to the T. A. T. Executive Com- 
mittee, dated July 15, 1930, said 
Brown “could and would arrange” 
so that an air mail contract would 
be made to the central transconti- 
nental route provided T. A. T. 
should “get together” with Western 
Air Express. 

The memorandum in _ another 
place said “it was the Postmaster- 
General’s suggestion” that T. A. T. 
and Western Air Express consol- 
idate to get a contract. 

Sheaffer testified that when the 
memorundum was copied for the 
committee reference to Brown was 
omitted.

$70,000 ADDED 
TO UNITED RELI 
CAMPAIGN GOAL 


| Total Increased to $3,700,- 


000 to Take Care of 2900 
Found Unemployable Un- 
der CWA Program. 


The goal of the United Relief 
Campaign has been increased to $3,- 


700,000 from the $3,000,000 objective 
first announced. 

E. G. Steger, director of United 
Relief, Inc., told of the new goal 
last night at a meeting of the larg- 
er subscriptions division of the cam- 
paign organization at Hotel Chase. 
It was made necessary, he said, be- 
cause of rising costs of institutional 
care and the discovery, through the 
CWA program, that more of the 
unemployed than had been thought 
so were unemployable. 

In the United Relief Campaign 
funds will be sought for the support 
of relief activities which cahnot be 
financed with public money. Gov- 
ernment money is available for re- 
lief only when the need arises from 

necomplicated unemployment. 
Where the unemployed are in fact 
unemployable, because of . physical 
or mental conditions, old age or any 
handicap, their care remains the 
obligation of private charities, 

Estimate Made in November. 

Estimates on which the $3,000,000 
goal was based, Steger said, were 
made in November and required re- 
vision because of rising costs. In 
addition, he said, 2900 of the men 
who applied for CWA jobs, were 
found to be unemployable, making 
them ineligible for Government job- 
less relief. Of these, he said, 2600 
were heads of families. 

About 200 leaders of the larger 
subscriptions division, which will 
solicit contributions from 2500 resi- 
dents of the city and county ex- 
pected to give $250 or more, attend- 
ed the meeting, and today began 
their work in advance of the formal 
opening of the campaign, set for a 
week from Monday. The employe 
division also is engaged in advance 
solicitation. 

Charles Nagel, president of Uni- 
ted Relief, Inc., which includes 91 
agencies of the Community Fund, 
Catholié Charities and Jewish Fed- 
eration, was the principal speaker 
at the meeting. The co-operation of 
these organizations through United 
Relief, Inc., Nagel said, is the cul- 
mination of a long cherished dream. 

Cause Worthy of Any Church. 

“We have joined hands to devote 
ourselves to a charge which I do 
not hestitate to say is religious, 
and worthy of any church,” Nagel 
said. 

The experience gained in the last 
United Relief campaign, and im- 
proved conditions now prevailing, 
Nagel said, augur well for the suc- 
cess of the drive. 

Mayor Dickman expressed confi- 
dence in the success of the effort 
and pledged the co-operation of the 
city administration. Other speakers 
were James E. Taussig and Wil- 
lard R. Cox, chairman and vice- 
chairman of the division; Arnold 
G. Stifel, campaign chairman, and 
the Rev. Dr. Hulbert A. Woolfall, 
rector of St. Peter’s Episcopal 
Church. 


CHECK WITH U. S, BOOSTS 
STATE INCOME TAX REVENUE 


$312,000 From This Source Results 
in $82,000 Increase for 
Year. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 11— 
Collections of State income taxes to- 
taled $3,374,192 in 1933, Forrest 
Smith, State Auditor, announced 
last night. This was an increase of 
$82,727.37 over the collections of $3,- 
291,464.70 in 1932. 

The majority of the collections 
last year came from the two large 
population centers of the State, $2,- 
314,659.65 coming from St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, and $748,298.13 
from Kansas City and Jackson 
County. Outside of the two large 
population centers, the collections 
in the rest of the State were $312,- 
234

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—John D. 


Rockefeller Jr.. and associates in 
the Rockefeller center development 
were charged with unfair competi- 
tion in soliciting tenants, in a $10,- 
000,000 damage suit filed yester- 
day by real estate interests con- 
trolled by August Heckscher, multi- 
millionaire philanthropist. 

Coercion to force businesses in 
which they have an interest to va- 
cate leases and move to Rockefeller 
Center was alleged in the com- 
plaint. The defendants include 
Winthrop W. Aldrich, banker and 
brother-in-law of Rockefeller, and 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, a son. 

The plaintiffs are the Anahma 
Realty Corporation and the Broad- 
way Exchange Corporation. Heck- 
scher, who is 85 yerrs old, is presi- 
dent of the former company. Three 
years ago, he was regarded as the 
largest owner of income-producing 
real estate in New York. 

Injunction Sought. 

An injunction to’ end the alleged 
practices by the Rockefeller Center 
interests was sought in the com- 
plaint. 

Rockefeller Center was charac- 
terized in t.e petition as a “mod- 
ern Frankenstein” stepping 
“through the door of special privi- 
lege into the realm of destructive 
competition.” The petition alleged 
violation of an act of Congress al- 
lowing the Center to operate as a 
bonded warehouse for the display 
of foreign goods free of duty until 
sold or re-exported. 

“As plaintiffs are informed and 
believe,” the complaint set forth, 
“Congress was induced to pass said 
act upon a representation by de- 
fendants that they “would thus be 
enabled to import articles from for- 
eign countries solely for purposes 
of public exhibition; but that after 
the enactment of s-id act, defend- 
ant (Rockefeller Center) publicly 
advertised that by virtue thereof, 
this defendant was empowered to 
import, and permit its tenants to

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URGES MISSOURI LAW

In a statement describing the 


condition of farmers as “more des-

STATE TAX $00,821 
ON MRS. FRANZ ESTATE 


Levy Based on Value of Bur- 
roughs Stock at Time 
of Death. 


A State iIneritance tax levy of 
$50,821.56 will be made on the es- 
tate of Mrs. Sophie Franz, who 
died April 14, 1930, the widow of 


Ehrhardt Franz, St. Louis grocer 
who was a large and early investor 
in stock of the Burroughs Adding 
Machine Co. 

The inheritance tax levy is based 
on an official appraiser's assess- 
ment of the gross value of Mra 
Franz’s estate as $2,134,316, and its 
net value, after deducting exemp- 
tions and administration expenses, 
as $1,771,938. Commissions of G. 
A. Buder, executor, are shown as 
$106,715, and legal fees as $50,000; 
the.appraiser’s report does not 
show who received the legal fees. 
The principal item of Mrs. Franz’s 
estate was 17,500 shares of Bur- 
roughs stock, this stock being ap- 
praised at $47 a share, as the law 
prescribes that the market price at 
the time of the holder’s death shall 
be followed. The present market 
price is less than $16, and the tigh 
for last year was less than $21. 
Seven principal beneficiaries of 
Mrs. Franz’s estate, under her will, 
are named by the appraiser, and 
their interest is fixed at $196,882 
each. Besides the seven prinvipal 
beneficiaries, there are 10 other 
sharers in the estate, grandchil- 
dren. 

Collection of the inheritance tax 
devolves on the State Treasurer’s 
office. The last day for payment 
without penalty will Be Jan. 27. 
The Sophie Franz estate is the 
widow’s accumulation from her life 
interest in the estate of her hus- 
band, which she held from the time 
of his death in 1898. The Ehr- 
hardt Franz estate, which passed to 
the same heirs after her death, 
was once valued at $27,000,000, but 
more recently at about $2,500,000, 
because of the shrinkage of Bur- 
roughs stock value. The state in- 
heritance tax law was not in force 
at the time of Ehrhardt Franz’s 
death, but the State assessed an 
inheritance tax of $557,000 on that 
part of the estate which was held 
to have passed to the heirs through 
Mrs. Franz, or two-thirds of the 
whole.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Pregi- 
dent Roosevelt’s committee on wild 
life restoration reported today after 
completing a preliminary study that 
use of marginal farm lands might 
serve economic as well as conserva- 
tign needs.

H. Beck of Wilton, Conn., and Prof. 
Aldo Leopold of the University of 
Wisconsin, all members of the com- 
mittee, remained in Washington to 
start the preliminary work after the 
first meeting of the group jast Sat- 
urday. 
The preliminary survey reported 
the possibilities of using land re- 
tired from agricultural production 
for reforestation, flood and erosion 
control, and sustenance farms for 
partial support of older unemployed 
residents who could practice game 
and forest management. 
Sources of income from forest 
products and recreational privileges 
to provide self-supporting perpetual 
management for the areas are also 
being explored. It is planned at 
present to begin work on tracts 
bought by the Government by using 
Federal relief workers.

IN ORDERS FOR SHES 


St. Louisdn Estimates Sales at 
Retail Convention—Wires

Arthur E. Ebbs, vice-president of 
the Swope Shoe Co. and convention 
committee chairman of the Nation- 
al Shoe Retailers’ Association, 
which closed its 1934 meeting yes- 
terday, sent a telegram to President 
Roosevelt last nigh stating that or- 
ders for about $50,000,000 worth of 
shoes for pre-Easter selling had 
been placed during the convention. 

“As tie first of the great indus- 
tries to plan business for the new 
year,” the wire stated, “we report 
to you that recovery is not just 
around the corner, - is here and 
now.’ 

Asked by a Post- Diapateh re- 
porter today for the basis of the 
sales estimate, Ebbs revised the fig- 
ure to $35,000,000 and said it was 
arrived at after a conference of 
leading shoe men at the convention, 
who agreed that the entire spring 
output of the manufacturers would 
be sold. It was impossible to ob- 
tain accurate reports from any of 


- 


aompanies reported business was at 
last 50 per cent better than at last 
year’s convention, when about $15,- 
000,000 in business was transacted. 

The average output of shoes of 
American manufacturers is about 
1,000,000 pairs a day, Ebbs said. 
With 20 working days left in or- 
der to place shoes on _ retailers’ 
shelves for Easter sales, 20,000,000 
pairs will have been made. At the 
average factory price of $2.50, the 
total output would be $50,000,000 
worth. To be conservative, Ebbs 
cut $15,000,000 off that figure, in ar- 
riving at his revised estimate of 
convention sales.

- found to be “groundless,” after an 


investigation, Dr. A. H. R. Atwood 
of Springfield, assistant State di- 
rector of the Illinois State Labor 
Department, said yesterday at East 
St. Louis. 

“Naturally, there were mistakes 
made because of the confusion in 
awarding 3000 jobs in a short time 
and due to misrepresentations made 
by applicants,” said Dr. Atwood. 
“Those in charge of the registration 
had no opportunity to investigate 
the statements made by each ap- 
plicant. A check is being made on 
all jobs awarded and those workers 
who are not entitled to jobs are be- 
ing weeded out.” 

Dr. Atwood told of finding as a 
result of his investigation appli- 
cants who had_ registered from 
three to five times and others who 
were registered under different 
names. He said he found others 
working who were not entitled to 
jobs under CWA regulations, but 


was unable to say how ny, since 
the investigation was. ing con- 
tinued. 

“The situation is np different 


from that which exists in many 
other counties from which similar 
complaints have been received, and 
I do not find it to be the fault of 
M. J. Kickham,” Dr. Atwood said. 

Kickham is head of the State em- 
ployment office in East St. Louis 
and is under Dr. Atwood’s super- 
vision. The State labor agencies 
were used in the distribution of 
CWA work and Kickham is _ in 
charge of the county CWA regis- 
tration. 

After complaints had been made 
to State and Federal CWA officials 
three weeks ago that political work- 
ers were being awarded jobs by 
preference, Kickham said volunteer 
aids in the registration office, who 
were members of the Democratic 
county political organization, had 
placed registration cards of. politi- 
cal workers in the files and award.

OREGON UTILITY BUDGET LAW 
TO GET FEDERAL COURT TEST 


Statute Providing Authority to Cut 
Officers’ Salaries Invoked 


SALEM, Ore., Jan. 11.—Oregon’s 
utility budget censorship law, the 
first statute of its kind in the Unit- 
ed States, and the basis of orders 
for sharp salary reductions for up- 
per bracket officers of utilities op- 
erating in Oregon, will receive a 
test of constitutionality in San 
Francisco Federal Court this 
month. 

The 1933 statute which clothes 
the Oregon Public Utilities Commis- 
sioner with power to reject in any 
rate valuation proceedings, “im- 
prudent and unwise expenditures or 
payments by utilities,” has been in- 


voked against the Pacific Tele- 
ne & Telegraph Co., the Cali- 
rnia-Oregon Power Co., the Moun- 
tain States Power Co. and the sev- 
eral other utilities operating in 
Orezon. 
Commissioner Charles M. Thomas 
has ordered salary reductions in 
some instances amounting to more 
than 50 per cent. He-.also ordered 
canceled the usual payments by the 
utilities to service and holding com- 
panies in Eastern states. 
Thomas further recommended 
that salaries of San Francisco and 
Seattle officers of the telephone 
company be slashed drastically, a 
necessary move, he said, in com- 
puting Oregon's reduction of its 
share of the salaries paid these of- 
ficials.

DEPARTMENT STORE SALES UP

WASHINGTON, June i11.—The 


Federal Reserve Board’s monthly 
statement of department store sales 
in December shows a total gain of 
7 per cent in dollar value for the 
month as compared with December, 
1932, and individual gains as high 
as 23 per cent.

Ordinances to establish a $1,735, 
00 «express highway along the 
southern edge of Forest Park and 
east to Vandeventer avenue will be 

resented to the Board of Public 
Service and 3oard of Aldermen to- 


morrow. 
The State Highway Commissjon 
to pay the cost of con- 
struction, $1,000,000, out of its gen- 
eral Federal public works allotment. 
The city proposes to dedicate a 
strip of ground in the park and to 
puy the right-of-way between 
Kingshighway and Vandeventer 
avenue at an estimated cost of 
$735,000. It intends. to use a bal- 
ance in a major street item of the 
1923 bond issue for this. There will 
be no benefit taxes. 

In the section east of Kingshigh- 

ay 135 pieces of property are need- 
ed. A city agent, under authoriza- 
tion by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment last October, has 
obtained options on 102 of these. 
The prices in the options have not 
been announced. Part or all of the 
remaining pieces may be placed un- 
der option. Two of the proposed 
ordinances authorize purchase of 
this land, or condemnation, if nec- 
essary.

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Says Italy ‘Repudiates Every 
Liberal Principle’ in New Law 


Mussolini Aid Declares Corporative Act Will 
Stimulate Not Suffocate Private 
Initiative. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Jan. 11 —Italy’s final 
definite repudiation of “every lib- 
eral and democratic. principle” was 
announced by Count Cesare Marie 
De Vecchi in reporting to the sen- 


ate today as head of a special com- 
mittee appointed to study the na- 
tion’s new corporative law. 

Referring to corporatism as “one 
of the brightest revolutions in the 
history of mankind,” he said by 
its adoption Italy “affirms the ab- 
solute supremacy of spirit over ma- 
terial things.” 

Count De Vecchi, one of Pre- 
mier Mussolini’s lieutenants in the 
/'march on Rome, now is Ambassa- 
dor to the Holy See. 

Corporative law, De Vecchi said, 
signaled the rebirth of Rome and 
“champions corporative opposition 
to Marxism.” 

“Tt denies Socialism as well, and 
attacks the roots of what has been 
dalled a crisis, but what has been 
in reality the “dissolution of the 
whole world,” the count asserted. 

Citing Fascism’s fundamental 
tenet that “nothing can live in op- 
position to the State or even out 
of the State,” he said: “Every gov- 
ernment that seeks from human 


society a kingdom of God on earth 
must make the unity of all inter- 
ests its prime objective.” 

Count De Vecchi gave assurance

HINDENBURG TELLS DUTCH 
WHY VON DER LUBBE DIED 


But Letter Giving Reasons for Not 
Commuting Sentence Has Not 
Been Made Public. 
By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Jan. 11. — Announce- 
ment of President von Hindenburg’s 
reasons for refusing to commute 
the death sentence of Marinus van 
der Lubbe, young Dutchman who 
was guillotined in Leipzig yesterday 
for high treason inthe burning of 
the Reichstag building, is expected 
to be made soon. Newspapers 
were informed today that the Presi- 
dent’s letter to the Dutch Legation, 
setting forth his reasons, would be 
released. 
Dispatches from The Hague indi- 
cated that the Dutch Government 
did not plan to make any protest on 
the execution, but described the 
execution as “unthinkable,” because, 
as the Dutch contend, Van der 
Lubbe was of unsound mind. Ger- 
man alienists who examined him 
before he was put to death declared 
him sane. 
Since he took office, President 
von Hindenburg has availed him- 
self of his pardoning power only 
once—in 1925 when he commuted 
the death sentences of three Com- 
munists to imprisonment. 
Van der Lubbe’s speedy and un- 
heralded execution took the Ger- 
man public by surprise. Newspapers 
printed only the bare details of a 
prepared story circulated by the of- 
ficial Government news agency. 
There has been some discussion in 
legal circles of the angles involved 
in sending a man to his death on a 
retroactive law for a crime which 
cost no human life. Van der Lubbe 
was tried and convicted under a law 
especially enacted the day after the 
Reichstag fire. 


KING OF SIAM ISSUES 
PARTING MESSAGE TO NATION 


On Eve of Trip to America, He 
Urges People to Maintain 
Peace and Unity. 
By the Associated Press, 
BANGKOK, Siam, Jan. 11.—King 
Prajadhipok, prior to his departure 
tomorrow for the United States is- 
sued a message to the nation today. 
He will be operated on in New York 
for eye trouble. 
He declared his trip was necessi- 
tated by reasons of health and 
urged his subjects to maintain 
peace and unity during his absence.

PROGRAM FOR GIRLS 


Government Centers to Pre- 
pare Them for Mission as 
Wives and Mothers. 


(Copyright, 1934.) 
ROME, Jan. 1).—A program of 


training for Italian girls from 6 to 
18 years of age, “to prepare the 
new feminine generation for their 
mission as wives and mothers,” has 
been inaugurated by order of Pre- 
meier Mussolini. 

The plan is being developed along 
lines similar to the boys militaristic 
balilla, which is being expanded to 


include 4,000,000 boys for. semi-mili- 
tary training under a special corps 
of 100,000 Fascist militia officers. 

Clubhouses will be built for the 
Fascist girl units in each of Italy’s 
93 provinces. These will be centers 
for teaching the principles of Fas- 
cism and the glorification of do- 
mestic life and large families. 

The girls will not carry muskets, 
but will be taught to march as do 
soldiers. They will wear middy 
blouse uniforms and take pre 
scribed gymnastic exercises calcu- 
lated to develop strong mothers. 

The object of the new program is 
described officially as that of: “ 
paring the new feminine generation 
according to the principles of Fas- 
cist doctrine to assume their mis- 
sion as wives and mothers, to learn 
how to run a household, how to 
raise children, what to do in case 
of illness, and the like.” 

The girls will be divided into two 
groups, first those between the ages 
of 6 and 14, and second, those be- 
tween 14 and 18. All other girls 
and women above 18 will become 
part of a regular Fascist organiza- 
tion from which instrutors are to 
be chosen for the younger girls. 

The order emphasizes that care 
must be taken not to permit the 
girls to engage in athletic games 
that are too strenuous or which 
are likely to hamper preparation 
for motherhood. 


HOME-MADE PEACE PROPOSAL 
BEING CONSIDERED IN CUBA 


New Formula Offered After Plan 
of Uruguayan Minister 
Fails.

JOHNSON TT 
TO CUT HOURS 10 
MAKE MORE JOBS 


He Is _ Dissatisfied With 
Re - Employment Results 
—Seeks to Meet Labor 
Situation in Spring. 


SUGGESTS 32-HOUR 
WEEK BE ADOPTED 


Administrator Expects Idea 
to Be Accepted—Meeting 
of 200 Coded Groups 
Called for Feb. 15. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Dissat- 
isfaction with the volume of re-em- 
ployment achieved by NRA through 
its code system showed itself today 
the underlying cause of Hugh S&. 
Johnson’s intention to try for a 
general further shortening of work 
hours. 

Conservative estimates of NRA 
officials on the employment in- 
creases actually attributable to 
codes in the manufacturing indus- 
tries, they say, do not exceed 1,500,- 
000 men. 

This does not include the substan- 
tial increases in trades and service 
industries which are not accurately 
estimated. However, it is the man- 
industries which offi- 
cials fee] must be counted upon to 
take the lion’s share of permanent 
employment. 

Public works and civil works are 
now carrying a load estimated at 
4,000,000 men or more. This is tem- 
porary work, most of it to end in 
the spring. | 

The Sect Situation. 

Administration quarters assert a 
feeling that if real, lasting recovery 
is to be had, industry -must find 
jobs for a large proportion of these 
men, once the civil works expendi- 
tures are cut off. There is a cer- 
tainty also at NRA that such re- 
employment cannot be forthcoming 
within the year on present sched- 
ules. 

While the spring situation is not 
regarded as espécially critical, nor- 
mal re-employment must be well 
under way before next winter. or, 
with the unemployed apparently 
counting on Federal relief, budget- 
ary plans to cut down on extraordi- 
nary expenditures possibly could be 
shot sky high by new demands on 
the Treasury. 

Much reliance is being placed by 
the administration on the vast Fed- 
eral expenditures within the next 
six months to swing industry into 
high productivity again. 

Hope for Private Capital. 

Many officials think one funda- 
mental problem that must be solved 


-e- | before that can happen is the resto- 


ration of normal credit flow, with 
private capital moving again 
through the banks into industrial 
financing. So far all suggestions 
of the alternative, Reconstruction 
Corporation lending direct to pri- 
vate concerns, have been vetoed. 
Johnson’s attempt for shortened 
hours will be made at a mass meet- 
ing of code authorities which, be- 
ginning Feb. 15, is to consider all 
the trouble spots in the industrial 
control experiment. 

32-Hour Week Suggested. 
There were indications that an 
average of 32 hours a week would 
be sought for industrial workers 
instead of the new prevailing 40, 
but Johnson and his aids shared 
considerable doubt as to industry’s 
ability to cut hours so much and 
still maintain the increased rate of 
pay to factory workers. 
There has been no indication that 
Johnson planned any dictatorial 
demands on industries for the 
shortened work week, but rather 
that he would seek understanding 
of the problems faced on the part 
of the industrialists and their vol- 
untary co-operation. 

Questionnaire Unsatisfactory 
Johnson’s announcement ae. his 
plan followed disclosure by him for 
the first time that the re-employ-

He said only 861,000 employers 
answered and the figures they 
turned in, under statistical analysis 
yielded an estimate of a 2,750,000 
crease in private employment from 
the time the Blue Eagle idea started 
until Oct. 14.

Explorer William La Varre Tells of 
Discoveries; Party Stranded in 
Wilds, Canoe Lost.

SWISS PAIR IN CHINESE PRISON 
GRAVELY ILL IN HUNGER STRIKE 


Man Has Gone 23 Days Without 
Food and His Wife Has 
Gone 15. 
By the Associated Press. 

NANKING, Jan. 11—Paul Nou- 
lens, a Swiss, sentenced with his 
wife in 1932 to life imprisonment 
as an arch-Communist, today en- 
tered the twenty-third day of his 
hunger strike in prison here. His 
wife, Gertrude Noulens, has gone 15 
days wi-hout eating. 

Their decisi.. to kill themselves 
by hunger was made in protest 
against refusal of their repeated 
requests for new trials. Noulens’ 
condition is serious and doctors 
fear he may not live three days 
more. Mrs. Noulens is pale and 
very weak. Noulens has drawn up 
his will intrusting the guardianship 
of their 6-year-old son to Mme. Sun 
Yat-sen, the widow of the first 
President of China. 

Meanwhile, 20 Chinese girls im- 
prisoned in another jail here for 
various political offenses entered 
the eighth day of a hunger strike 
in sympathy with Mr. and Mrs. 
Noulens.

YEAR PASSES $3,000,000,000 


This Leaves $8,000,000,000 to Be 
Spent Before June 30 on 
Roosevelt Estimates. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Federal 
expenditures for the fiscal year to- 
day passed the $3,000,000,000 mark, 
leaving $8,000,000,000 to be s»ent be- 
fore June 30 to fulfill President 
Roosevelt’s budget estimates. 

Exact cash expenditures so far, 
as reported today t- the Treasury 
for Jan. 9, the latest figures avail- 
able, are $3,006,128,527. 

Nearly half the estimates for rou- 
tine Government costs has been 
spent. The exact figure is $1,554,- 
067,201, but, of the more than $7,- 
000,000,000 which the President esti- 
mated for recovery costs, only $1,- 
452,061,326 has been used. 

The deficit stands at $1,446,401,- 
507 as compared with $1,743,308,843 
on the same date last year. By the 
end of the year, President Roose- 
velt has estimated the deficit will 
stand at $7,309,06.,211. 

Comparisons with cash outlays to 
date and budget estimates for the 
full year show that the Public 
Works Administration has used less 
than $400,000,000 of the 1934 fig- 
ure of $1,677,190,800. The RFC has 
spent $786,433,000 aga: .. the year’s 
estimate of $3,2°9,740,000. * 

The public debt is $23,809,336,000. 
President Roosevelt has estimated

VIENNA, Jan. i1—More than 
500 Nazis were arrested yesterday 
as a result of anti-Government 
demonstrations. 

Two young Nazi demonstrators 
were killed. 

The 20,000 members of the Heim- 
wehr (Home Guard), upon which 
the Government is depending for 
help against the Nazis, let it be 
known that they do not intend to 
be “misused for the perpetuation 
of an outworn system.” 

In an appeal to all members of 
the Heimwehr, Prince von Star- 
hemberg, their leader, said he was 
aware that some of them had been 
wondering lately what they were 
fighting for. 

“I promise you,” he said, “the 
Heimwehr will be used only for the 
achievement of our goal.” 

That goal, he said, was an un- 
compromisingly Fascist Austria 
with political parties thrown over~ 
board. 

In the renewed outburst of vio- 
lence, characterized by bombings 
and public demonstrations, Nazis 
were joined by persons opposed to 
the Heimwehr’s program of oust- 
ing Socialists. 

The Vienna railway station was 
damaged by a bomb last night. 

The two Nazis were killed when 
Home Guardsmen fired into «a 
crowd raiding a newspaper office 
at Kiagenfurt. Thirty members of 
a voluntary labor corps, recently 
denounced as having Nazi sympa- 
thies, invaded the office of the pro- 
Government publication. 

A Home Guardsman attempted te 
interfere and was thrown over 4@ 
nearby fence, while the attackers 
threw a noise bomb into the shop, 

The Guard then opened fire. 

At a labor camp in Burgenland 
144 Nazis broke out and escaped 
into Hungary, presumably, author 
ities said, with the iritention of go- 
ing to Germany. They are being 
held by authorities in Hungary.

WHAT WARS COST. 


We recommend to professional pacifists, who seem 
to be very much in need just now of a helping hand, 
a study of Gen. Hines’ annual report of the Veterans’ 
Administration. Unless we are very much mistaken, 
this report, with its account of what the American 
people are paying for pensions, contains the best 
anti-war propaganda obtainable. Let John Q. Tax- 
payer once discover how much wars cost, for genera- 
tions after the last shot is fired and the last sword 
is sheathed, and the) path of the pacifist will be

year 1812, the United, States. fought a war with 


Great Britain. It was fiot much of a war, and it 


ended 118 years ago, but seven survivors of soldiers 
in that war are still on the pension rolls. In the 
last. fiscal year, John Q. Taxpayer paid $3906.67 
to five widows, one remarried widow and one daugh- 
ter of 1812 war veterans. | 

We also had a war with Mexico, which ended in 
1848, 85 years ago, but 415 widows of Mexican War 
veterans are still on the rolls, and in the last fiscal 
‘year they drew $285,218.68. The Civil War has been 
over nearly 68 years, so the current bill for it is 
considerably larger. In the last fiscal year, pensions 
were paid to 23,863 Civil War veterans, totaling $31,- 
289,926.12. In the same period, $66,972,158.65 was 
paid to 125,638 widows and children of Civil War 
veterans. . 

John Q. Taxpayer will find in Gen. Hines’ re- 
port that, in all, he has paid for Civil War pensions 
the grand total of $7,698,594,101.77. Even in this 
era of 10-billion-dollar budgets, that is quite a sum. 
He will learn furthermore that, in addition to paying 
Civil War veterans and widows for a war that ended 
68 years ago, there is still on the rolls the mother of 
one Civil. War veteran. 

Another amazing chapter in pension history is the 
story of the Spanish-American War veterans. That 
war was a minor event, as wars go. There were less 
than 10,000 casualties. Most soldiers engaged emerged 
as safe, sound and fit as when they enlisted. Yet, 
on June 30, 1933, pensions were being paid to 193,- 
921 Spanish War veterans, at a cost to John Q. 
Taxpayer of more than . 100,000,000. 
pensions amounting to more than $16,000,000 were be- 
ing paid to 38,787 widows and other dependents of 
Spanish War veterans. 

Somewhere along this road, our professional paci- 
fist might nudge John Q. Taxpayer and remind him 
that, while many pensioners can well use the money 
being handed out te them by a grateful Government, 
there are thousands who have independent incomes, 
who even have wealth, yet who accept this largess 
without a trace of embarrassment. 

Some 4,000,000 men comprised the American Army 
in the World War. Half of them never got to France. 
Of the approximately 2,000,000 that got to Frauice, 
only about 1,000,000 saw any actual warfare. A still 
smaller number experienced hard and very danger- 
ous fighting. Yet, on June 30, 1933, 853,827 World 
War veterans, including 98,628 survivors of war vet- 
erans, were on the rolls, at a cost to Mr. John Q. 
Taxpayer, for that fiscal year alone, of more than 
$315,000,000. 

If, after 118 years, we are still paying for the 
War of 1812, how long will it be before we get 
through paying for the World War? Since the num- 
ber of men involved in the World War was immensely 
greater, what will be the total] cost of its pension bill? 

We know our professional] pacifist cannot miss the 
idea. It is this: John Q. Taxpayer should be told 
that, since nations are foolish enough to engage 
in wars, the piper must be paid. All of those men 
who suffered any kind of disability in war service 
are entitled to the best and most generous treatment. 
But the history of pensions is that political capital 
is made of them and, as time goes on, to the pension 
rolls are added names of men without the slightest 
claim for Government support and, worse, without 
the slightest need, for it. In the end, John Q. Tax- 
payer is carrying on his back a jarge part of the 
population who toil not, neither do they spin. 

In short: We haven’t paid in full for the War of 
1812; we are still paying for the Civil and Spanish 
wars; it is. gravely doubtful whether we shall ever 
be able to pay for the World War, especially in the 
grand manner we have thus far adopted. 

To embark on another war, then, would be finan- 
cial idiocy. 
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PAY THE AUTO FEES PROMPTLY. 
_Now that the State Legislature has reduced the lt- 
cense fees for most automobiles, and wisely provided 
for the effectiveness of the licenses from Jan. 1 to 
Dec. 31, after this year, we hope enforcement offi- 
cials will extend the reform even further and see 
that the fees are collected by the date set forth in 
the law. Year after year, the due date has passed 
with little or no effort to “clamp down” on negligent 


| motorists. Usually, there are two.or three deadline 


dates. There should never be more than one. It 
probably would be too much to expect strict enforce- 
ment on Feb. 1 this year, especially since there may 
be some delay in revising the machinery under the 
new law. But when the 11-month licenses expire, 
Dee. 31, the police should not allow an automobile 
on the streets New Year’s day without a 1935 tag. 
No other policy is fair to those motorists who obey 
the letter of the law. The licenses should be made 
available by Dec. 1, to avoid crowding at the license 
bureaus. sos 
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TURKEY’S FIVE-YEAR PLAN. 

Economic self-sufficiency seems to be the watch- 
word of the nations. This is the motive that has 
erected tariff barriers where none existed before, or 
built, and is building, still higher walls. It is ex- 
emplified anew in the announcement of a five-year 
plan to industrialize Turkey. 

~ The project calls for an investment of $32,000,000. 
a trifling sum in the scale of Western civilization, 
but a capital effort of consequence in that ancient 
land, which, until a few years ago, dwelt steadfast- 
ly ‘in the past, adhering to customs that were old 
when Columbus was dreaming about the shorter 
route to India.

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AN EXAMPLE FOR STATE LEGISLATURES. 

Congress met a week ago yesterday. The next day, 
the House debated the provisions of the liquor tax 
bill, previously approved by administration leaders. 
On the following day, the measure passed the House, 
388 to 6, and was sent to the Senate. On its receipt in 
the upper chamber,:Chairman Harrison called a meet- 
ing of the Finance Committee for prompt considera- 
tion. As a result, the Senate has acted and the bill 
is now before e conference of members of both 
branches. The prospect is that it will be a law be- 
fore the week ends. As estimated by Chairman 
Doughton of the House Ways and Means Committee, 
the revenue thus directed to the Treasury will 
amount to $300,000,000 a year on an expected con- 
sumption of 150,000,000 gallons of spirituous liquors. 

Under the rate schedule, beer will be taxed at the 
flat rate of $5 a barrel regardless of alcoholic 
strength. The levy on wines will range from 4 
cents a gallon on that under 14 per cent alcoholic 
content to $2 on that with alcoholic strength greater 
than 24 per cent. These and other rates are not 
meant to be fixed for all time. According to Chair- 
man Doughton, revision of liquor laws will be ef- 
fected as experience demonstrates desirable. The 
intention of the Roosevelt administration is to get 
a working measure on the law books and thereby to 
start a flow of liquor taxes to the Federal Treasury. 
Appreciating the wisdom of prompt action, Congress 
is co-operating to the fullest. 

This way of doing things in Washington stands 
in sharp contrast to the time-wasting methods em- 
ployed by the Legislatures of Missouri, Illinois and 
other states which have been in session since the 
date of repeal or longer and still delay in the enact- 
ment of liquor control and revenue legislation. The 
legislators at the state capitols should take a cue 
from those at Washington. 
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BANKERS WHO REMAINED BANKERS. 

The directors of the National Bank in Sorento, 
Bond County, IIl., have voted to close their institu- 
tion. Shoal Creek Township has been hard hit by 
agricultural conditions and coal mining troubles, and 
the prospects for the future do not justify going on. 
But, and this is what is worth noting, every depos- 
itor will be paid in full on demand. There are ample 
funds to meet all such obligations, and to make pay- 
ments to stockholders, the officials amnounce. 

This is a reminder that when the American bank- 
ing system is indicted for its sorry record of recent 
years, exception must be made for those bankers 
here and there who scrupulously adhered to a course 
of wisdom and safety in conducting their business. 
Not all banks were filled with frozen assets. Not all 
of them needed RFC loans. There were those that 
watched the way things were going, stuck to sound 
banking principles, kept liquid. So far as their de- 
positors are concerned, there is no need for a Federal 
guarantee of deposits. Or if they find that conditions 
now make it inadvisable to continue in the banking 
business, these bankers can pay off everyone and look 
the community in the eye and know that they have 
brought it no loss. 
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: VAN DER LUBBE IS BEHEADED. 

The hasty execution of Marinus van der Lubbe, 
convicted less than three weeks ago, after he con- 
fessed setting the Reichstag building on fire, will 
undoubtedly prove a setback to the Nazis’ efforts to 
win sympathy abroad for their cause, though, as a 
demonstration of determined ruthlessness, it may 
strengthen their might in Germany. Such executions 


in times of revolutionary turmoil, as in France and 
Russia, but Hitler announced months ago that the 
German revolution was over. In countries where civil 
rights are respected, ex post facto laws are viewed 
with abhorrence. The Reichstag burned the night 
of last Feb. 27; the decree which converted Van 
der Lubbe’s crime into treason was issued next 
morning. 

Even as a gesture against the Communists, the 

beheading is somewhat feeble. At the trial, Van der 
Lubbe’s alleged membership in the Communist party 
was disproved, and the investigators who published 
the “Brown Book” found that he had resigned from 
the Young Communist League in 1931 to forestall 
expulsion, and later had made anti-Communist 
speeches. Though medical examiners shortly before 
the execution found him sane, his torpid demeanor 
throughout the trial had caused observers to assert 
he was demented, drugged or shamming. The exe- 
cution of a Dutch subject in Germany, despite pleas 
for commutation, is likely to antagonize an influen- 
tial neighbor of Germany. 
For want of evidence, and through the refusal of 
the trial court to be stampeded, the Nazi Government 
failed to prove its statements of a widespread Com: 
munist plot, centering in destruction of the Reichs- 
tag. and Van der Lubbe’s four co-defendants were ac- 
quitted. A victim was required, however, so the 
confessed firebrand was sent to the guillotine. His 
dull and apathetic figure may yet become that of a 
martyr. 
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LEAVE HIM BE, MR. HOOVER. 

Word comes from Elba that Herbert Hoover is 
planning a comeback over the prostrate political ca- 
reer of one Hiram Johnson. The rumor fufther has 
it that Mr. Hoover’s protagonist is Walter F. Dexter, 
a retired Quaker college president. Now, we are 
not among those who fall for the ancient supersti- 
tion that Quakers cannot fight. Mr. Hoover, him- 
self a Quaker, pokes a mean left and swings a sting- 
ing right, as all who sat at the ringside in Des 
Moines in the fall of 1932 will testify. And yet—— 
The point is that Hiram Johnson is up for re-elec- 
tion this year and, in addition to having several 
scores to settle with the Senator, Mr. Hoover would 
recover a lot of his lost prestige if he were instru- 
mental in aiding Mr. Dexter to defeat him. Indeed 
he would. For Hiram, who battled with T. R. at 
Armageddon, and who blasted Charles E. Hughes’ 
ambition for the presidency, has a wallop like a pile- 
driver. He is the Beowulf, the Charles Martel, the 
Primo Carnera of politics. :

Is NRA Permanent? 


O DOUBT it is a sign of recovery that 

men should be increasingly interested in 

long-term problems. When a crisis is 
acute, the one thing that seems to matter 
is how to weather it; when a crisis is pass- 
ing, it becomes possible once again to think 
about questions which transcend the emer- 
gency. One of the most important of these 
questions is how much of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act could be made per- 
manent under the Constitution. 

Not being a lawyer, I am obviously not 
entitled to an opinion. But there is avail- 
able, in the November issue of the Harvard 
Law Review, a careful study of the act, and 
it may be useful to summarize briefly what 


are the main constitutional questions‘as they ~ 


are seen by the very competent students 
who wrote the article. . 

NIRA, as everybody knows, is a short 
statute granting tremendous powers in the 
most general terms. If it lasts long enough 
to be tested fully in thé courts, it will prob- 
ably: be examined under these heads: (1) Is 
it within the power of Congress to regulate 
the matters which the act covers? (2) Does 
this regulation violate the fifth amendment, 
which forbids the taking of property with- 
out “due process of law’? (3) Has Con- 
gress improperly delegated its power to the 
executive? 

The Harvard Law Review believes that 
the first question, whether the control of 
industry contemplated in the act is within 
the constitutional power of Congress, is the 
most serious. The sponsors of the act have 
argued that the necessary authority is to 
be found in three parts of the Constitution: 
in the preamble, which speaks about pro- 
moting “the general welfare’; in Article I, 
Section: 8, first clause, which speaks about 
Congress’ power to lay taxes for the “gen- 
eral welfare,” and in Article I, Section 8, 
third clause, which gives Congress power 
“to regulate commerce... among the sev- 
eral states.” 

The Law Review dismisses the preamble, 
it having been decided by the Supreme Court 
that these phrases confer no power on Con- 
gress. Likewise, it dismisses the “general 
welfare” clause, on the ground that this is 
not a grant of power but a description of 
the purposes for which money may be ap- 
propriated. 


It is under the commerce clause, then, 
that the act must stand or fall. The Law 
Review finds that, in spite of the famous 
decision invalidating the child labor law, it 
is not improbable that the court could sus- 
tain some important parts of NIRA. Omit- 
ting the reasoning, let us look at the con- 
clusions. - 

It appears to be very probable that Con- 
gress has the power to regulate businesses 
which ship all of their products in interstate 
commerce. It is also probable that it may 
regulate those which are “within the stream 
of interstate commerce,” as, for example, 
the stockyards. But what about those busi- 
nesses, now regulated by codes, which pro- 
duce goods for consumption wholly within 
a state? The Law Review believes that 
there is much greater doubt here, but that 
the Supreme Court t stretch the com- 
merce clause to r such enterprises, on 


. practice of the Constitution as an emer 


the ground that companies with high stand- 
ards engaged in interstate business should 
be protected against destructive competition 
by intrastate companies with low standards. 

But when it comes to business which is 
entirely local in character, to the question 
which worries James M. Beck so much, as 
to whether a Federal law can determine how 
much a man who presses trousers in Tampa, 
Fla., must charge, the Law Review is as 
certain as scholars ever like to be that the 
court will not sustain NIRA. 

On the second question, as to whether the 
act violates the “due process” clause, the 
conclusion is that, as temporary measures 
of limited duration to meet an emergency, 
“the court may easily sustain most of the 
code provisions as not unreasonable methods 
for dealing with the depression.” Although 
the Law Review does not say so, apparently 
it would not be so easy to sustain the codes 
permanently in the light of the fifth amend- 
ment. It looks as if the codes would be 
involved in immense litigation if they are 
to be perpetuated after the emergency has 
passed. 


On the third question, whether the Re- 
covery Act transfers too much legislative 
power to the President, the Law Review is 
much perplexed. The codes, it should be 
understood, are Federal laws. They are 
written by business men, labor leaders and 
the President’s appointees, and not by Con- 
gress. “It is difficult,” says the Law Review, 
“to conceive of greater power being given 
to an administrative agency during the 
active operation of a congressional form of 
government than has been conferred upon 
the President under the Recovery Act.” 
Never before “has there been such a broad 
grant of power with so indefinite a guide.” 

The practical conclusion would seem to be 
that the courts may, and probably will, up- 
hold this radical departure from the normal 
ney 
measure, but that it is extremely unlikely 
that NRA, as now operated, would be made 
permanent. 

Therefore, in so far as NRA is to outlast 
the depression and be continued into nor- 
mal times, it will also certainly be necessary 
to restrict its scope, redefine its purpose 
and set it up on a very different legal basis. 
Looked at politically, rather than legally, ‘t 
seems reasonably clear that NIRA, as we 
know it, has about 18 months to live. Dur- 
ing thie time, experience will show what 
there is in it which is good and is workable, 
and from this experience the country will 
make up its mind what it wishes to per- 
petuate. 

Probably next winter the question will be 
raised in concrete form as to what is to be 
done when NIRA expires in June, 1935. 
Those who wish to continue most of‘it will 
come forward with new legislation. There 
will be a great debate, in which the views

Ochs story is somewhat involved 
and dates back to trouble between 
the Shipping Board and the Mun- 
son Line. The latter purchased four 
Government vessels for its Pan- 
American route, still owes the Gov- 
ernment $2,250,000 and is $800,000 in 
arrears in paying instalments. 

This delinquency is despite the 
fact that the Pan-American Line 
gets $1,250,000 annually from the 
Government on a mail contract. 

Because of this delinquency, the 
Shipping Board has insisted that 
the the Munson Line reorganize, cut 
down its capital structure, reduce 
top-heavy salaries. Conversations 
to this end have taken place since 
Christmas. 

Last week, however, Kermit 
Roosevelt suddenly appeared in 
Washington with an agreement se- 
cretly negotiated between the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine and 
the Munson Line. It provided for 
the purchase of Munson’s Pan- 
American Line for $500,000, provid- 
ed the I. M. M. got the Govern- 
ment’s $1,250,000 mail contract. This 
latter is what embarrasses the New 
Deal Shipping Board. 

Mail contracts are supposed to be 
warded after public bids. Several 
other firms would like to bid on 
this contract. It is the second best 
prize by the Government. The Pan- 
American Line has been making a 
profit of $250,000 on it. 

Also the International Mercantile 
Marine already owes several mil- 
lions to the Government. Further- 
more, some of its vessels operate 
under the Union Jack. So, despite 
the visit of Kermit Roosevelt, the 
Shipping Board has opposed the 
deal.

SUGGESTS PAA FUNDS 
FOR SMOKE REDUCTION 


Col. | 
Step at Mayor’s Conference 
on Abatement. 


Plans for elimination of smoke in 
St. Louis were discussed at a meet- 
ing yesterday in Mayor Dickmann’s 
office attended by officers of the 
Smoke Abatement League, engi- 
neers, members of the Public Util- 
ity ang special Natural Gas Com- 


mittees of the Board of Aldermen, 
and Col. Hugh Miller, Public Works 
Administration engineer for Missou- 
ri, who suggested that Federal 
funds might be obtained for some 
projects proposed. 

Col. Miller said PWA funds might 
be obtained for acquisition by the 
city of the plant and distributing 
system of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
so that natural gas might be avail- 
able for a larger number of per- 
sons. Federal funds, he said, also 
might be obtained for the construc- 
tion of centra) heating plants using 
other fuel which might supply heat 
for areas of several blocks. 

Ordinances prohibiting the use of 
soft coal except in heating plants 
which were capable of consuming it 
without smoke, and requiring that 
new furnace installations be _ re- 
stricted to designs providing proper 
combustion, were suggested by 
Prof, A. S. Langsdorf, professor of 
engineering at Washington Univer- 
sity. 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
McDevitt suggested an ordinance 
prohibiting the sale of inferior coal, 
remarking that the use of cheap 
coal had increased in recent years 
because of economic conditions. 
Large industries and _ utilities, 
equipped with modern heating 
plants, cause little smoke, he said, 
residences, apartments, small indus- 
tries and railroads being largely re- 
sponsible. 

The opinion of Prof. Ray Tucker 
of the Washington University en- 
gineering department that the of- 
fice’ of Smoke Commissioner should 
be placed under the Health De- 
partment met agreement from 
Mayor Dickmann. 

Tucker was made chairman of a 
committee to outline a program for 
smoke elimination. It included

er he would hear them, and ad- 
journed the hearing until either 
Jan. 19 or 23. 

Haddon, who says he is the il- 
legitimate son of the late Duke of 
Clarence, elder brother of King 
George told the Court: “I have 
witnesses to say that my mother 
was secretly married to the Duke 
of Clarence.” 

“We won't say anything about 
that,” the justice replied. “I will 
allow the subpenas. I only want to 
indicate that if I find that they 
have no relevance to the charge 
itself, although they may be rele- 
vant to other matters, you. will 
know, expect me in pursuance of 
my duty not to hear them.” 

Haddon asserted they had rele- 
vance, adding, “I am trying to 
prove I had grounds for making 
these appeals to his majesty the 
King.” 

Asked King for $3000 a Year. 

Haddon is alleged to have writ- 
ten to the King asking for a $3000 
a year private income, “with 
enough ready money to start a 
modern boarding house.” 

“Rightly or wrongly, I am trying 
to show that I have been hounded 
and pestered all my life through 
this belief and these people could 
verify my statement,” he asser‘ed. 

Asked if he had counsel, Haddon 
said he was defending himself be- 
cause of lack of funds. 

His bail of £100 (normally about 
$500) was renewed on Haddon’s 
promise not to issue letters, posters 
or correspondence of any sort until 
the trial is resumed. 

The Duke of Clarence, Prince Al- 
bert Victor, to whom Haddon claims 
relationship, died in January, 1892, 
at 28. 

Letters to the King. 

Haddon was arrested Nov. 29. 
At a hearing Dec. 5, G. D. Rob- 
erts, treasury counsel, read several 
letters, bearing the signature “Clar- 
ence G. Gordon Haddon,” which 
had been received at Buckingham 
Palace. One read in part: 

“Your Majesty: I am writing 
these few lines unknown to the 
people who are backing my case 
so as to clear my name before all 
people for what is going to happen 
in the next week or so, and also to 
show the royal family that I am 
not a rotter. 

“... I do not want a great 
fortune in life, but only.a com- 
fortable living, which God only 
knows I am entitled to have by my 
birthright. All I have aimed for

Jlaims Relationship. 

Another letter, dated March 29, 
said, in part: 

“,+.,. Ihave done everything in 
my power to try and live a clean 
life, but this right I have been de- 
prived of owing to the circum- 
stances of my birth being the bas- 
tard son of Your Majesty’s brother, 
the late Duke of Clarence, 

“I am ending u» in gaol (jail) 
for medical attendance. The world 
will see the honourable and just 
treatment of your royal family. 

“It would only have taken a year’s 
income from my late father to have 
made me the happiest and most con- 
tented man in the British Em- 
pire... .. 

“God knows it is bad enough to 
be born in any circumstances, but 
tu be deprived of any means of a 
living just because it is royalty is 
intolerable, and God only knows I 
have had my suffering. 

“I hope the royal family will be 
content at last with their handi- 
work. 

“I will make every effort to let 
the world see the royal family in 
their true colors before the end 


‘| of it.” 
In another letter, dated y. 31, 
reference was made to ‘a er at- 
tended by the Prince of Wales. 


“In the circumstances I cannot 
be in the position of your son,” it 
stated, “enjoying the fat of the land 
as he did, whereas now I am in a 
back room, forced to wash all my 
dirty linen and that of the royal 
family in public for a living. 

“The end is not far off. The dele- 
gates from all those countries who 
are coming to London to the world 
economic conference will leave En- 
gland with a nasty taste in their 
mouths, and will know our royal 
family in their true colors... .” 

Threatens to Advertise. 

In a letter dated July 11, Haddon 
is alleged to have written that he 
was sending copies of letters “to 
each ruler and President of all 
countries in the next few days. 

“As will be seen by the copy I 
enclose herewith, I have sent a 
copy to the President of the United 
States. This is the first, and the 
rest will follow in the near future.” 

Still another letter, dated Nov. 8, 
read: “Within the next few days I 
am having made sandwich boards, 
giving particulars of my case. This 
board I will personally carry about 
the streets of London in an attempt 
to secure justice.” 

Roberts told the court a copy of 
a poster was included on which was 
the heading, “A cry for justice in 
the name of humanity.” 

The last letter was dated Nov. 24. 
In it there was another reference 
to sandwich boards. A printed 


poster was enclosed.

PEOPLE'S BUS EMPLOYES JOIN 
STREET CAR MEN'S UNION 


Organizations Merge After P. 8. Co. 
Purchases Stock of Other 


Union employes of the People’s 
Motorbus Co. last night voted to 
join. forces with the Street Car 
Men’s Union, as a result of the re- 
cent purchase of-the stock of the 
motorbus company by the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. 

The action, which had been an- 
ticipated, will bring 450 new mem- 
bers into the Street Car Men’s 


Union, which had an enrollment of 
2850. Both unions have been affil- 
iated with the same international 
organization. : 

The only probable change in 
wages as a result of the merger of 
the two unions will be for one-man 
operators of double-deck busses, 
who have been receiving 5 cents an 
hour more than the 65-cent hourly 
scale ‘for operators of single-deck 
busses for both companies. It is 
expected that the 65-cent scale will 
apply to all bus operators. Concen- 
tration of repairs at the Thirty- 
ninth street shops of the street car 
company is expected to result in 
the discharge of a small number 
of mechanical department employes 
of the bus company. 

The merger of the two unions 
will be completed shortly. Recent- 
ly elected officers of the bus men’s 
union will give up their offices and 
return to the ranks. The bus men’s 
union was organized in March, 
1930, when the drivers and conduc- 
tors went on strike in support of 
their demand for union recognition.

Since the opening three-bidder is 
seeking information for slam and 
not for game, plainly he is at this 
point concerned only with the mat-

values other than aces. 

Second. If he held the ace of 
the trump suit (this is rare, but it 
does happen), he raises to four in 
the trump suit to show that ace; it 
does not matter whether he holds 
it as a singleton or with several 
small ones. The trump ace is al- 
ways shown first; consequently, any 
other response denies the trump 
ace. 

Third. Lacking the trump ace, he 
bids whatever other ace he holds. 
Remember that with more than one 
ace the highest ranking of your 
aces is always shown first except 
only if you have the trump ace 
and that is lower ranking than the 
other or others. The trump ace 
always takes precedence over any 
other. Thus if the bidding is three 
clubs, three diamonds, the responder 
has denied the aces of clubs (the 
trump ace), hearts and spades; he 
can have no second ace in his hand. 
If it went three clubs, three hearts, 
he has denied the aces of spades 
and clubs (trumps) but may still 
hold the ace of diamonds in addi- 
tion to the ace of hearts which he 
showed by his response. You will 
see that whenever a three-bid is 
made in spades, hearts or diamonds, 
and the response is four clubs, the 
opening bidder is immediately in- 
formed that the responder has bid 
The responder also 
knows that the opener knows this;

UESTION-ASKING, like every- 
thing else, may become a bad 


sance. 
Everyone knows the adult whose 
conversational stock in trade is 
questions, which he fires at you in 
rapid succession, often not waiting 
to hear the answers, or even giving 


people. 

It is really only an expression of 
self-consciousness, and is often a 
residue of childhood, when the best 
way to get and hold the center of 
the stage was to ask conscientious 
parents questions which they felt 
they must answer. 

There are questions and ques- 
tions, some deserving considera- 
tion, and some merely put by way 
of making conversation and drag- 
ging back wandering attention to 
oneself. 

The child may start seriously 
with the wide-eyed inquiry, “Where 
is heaven?”

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

Three cups flour. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One-half cup shredded blanched 
almonds. 

Cream butter and sugar. Add 
eggs and cream. Add extracts and 
salt and beat two minutes. Add 
flour and baking powder, mixing 
lightly. Drop portions of soft 
dough from tip of spoon onto 
greased baking sheets. Sprinkle 
tops with almonds. Bake 12 min- 
utes in moderate oven.

JURY COMPLETED 
IN MURDER TRIAL 
OF DR. WYNERUUP 


Members Sworn In and 
Court Is Adjourned Until 
Monday — Judge Speeds 
Selection. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—A jury was 
completed today to try Dr. Alice 
Wynekoop, charged with the mur- 
der on an operating table of her 
daughter-in-law, Rheta. 

The completion of the jury came 
after less than two hours of ques- 
tioning today, under the urging of 
Judge Joseph B. David for speed. 
Seven of the 12 were chosen yester- 
day and the routine questions were 
abreviated today to obtain the re- 
maining five. 

The jury which will pass on the 
fate of the 62-year-old physician in- 
cludes a sales manager for a sport- 
ing goods concern, a bookkeeper, a 
draftsman, a street car motorman, 
a former printer, an electrician, a 
mechanic, a night watchman, a dis-. 
trict manager and a photo engrav- 
er. 

The jury was sworn in and Judge 
David announced that court would 
be adjourned to 10 a. m. Monday. 

The jury ranges in age from 23 
to 61. 

Asked what she thought of the 
jury as completed, the elderly de- 
fendant turned her head wearily 
and said, “I guess it’s all right.” 

W. W. Smith, defense attorney, 
said today that Dr. Wynekoop 
probably would take the stand in 
her own defense. 

Dr. Wynekoop again was carried 
into court. She wore the same 
black ensemble as yesterday, a 
white scarf providing the only re- 
lief. 


“I’m terribly tired. 1 dread to- 
day,” Dr. Wynekoop told W, W. 
Smith, one of her attorneys. 

If the knowledge that the State 
was laying the foundation for 
a request that she die in the chair 
had’ any effect on the 62-year-old 
woman doctor she failed to show it. 
Her expression remained unchanged 
throughout the opening day of the 
trial. Only on two occasio:s did 
she consult with her attorneys. 

Although she complained that she 
was very tired, she maintained an 
unflagging interest in the proceed- 
ings, without, however, the com- 
fort of her son, Earle, for whom 
the prosecution contends Rheta 
was killed so-that he might be re- 
lieved of an unhappy marriage. His 
whereabouts was unknown. 

One report was that Earle was 
in the seclusion of the gloomy West 
Monroe street home in which his 
wife met death last Nov. 21, but 
the Chicago Tribune said that 
State’s Attorney’s investigators had 
been searching for him for more 
than a week to ask him several 
questions. 

A squad of police was stationed 
outside the Wynekoop home, 
awhiting his return.

HENRY FORD CUT OFF 
AID; SON TESTIFIES 


Edsel Tells Senators Father 
Also Threatened to With- 
draw $25,000,000 of His 
Deposits.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Alfred 
P. Leyburn, Chief National Bank 
Evaminer, today told the Senate 
Committee investigating the Detroit 
banking collapse that the Comp- 
troller of the Currency failed to act 
in the Michigan bank situation 
because the “higher command” in 


the White House told him not to 
“rock the boat” and not to have 
any more failures. 

He explained later he meant the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the 
White House by the expression 
“higher command.” 

Edsel Ford on the Stand. 

Earlier, Edsel Ford had testified 
to his father’s refusal to extend 
further aid to the Guardian banks 
in the frantic hours before the 
Michigan bank holiday last Febru- 
ary. 
He confirmed .evidence presented | 
to the committee that Ford not 
only refused to give additional aid 
to the Guardian baygks but threat- 
ened to withdraw $25,000,000 of de- 
posits in the rival Detroit bankers’ 
group if the Guardian banks were 
closed. 

The Ford group already had 
poured millions into the banks, Ford 
said, adding th decided. 
wouldn’t go any tarther 

. Leyburn testified the Government 
had done all it could to save the 
Detroit banks. 

“The RFC has been accused -of 
being the big bad wolf that came 
up to Michigan that February 
morning and closed the banks,” he 
said. “The fact is the Government 
gave every bit of help it possibly 
could, Most of that .talk comes 
from the politicians up there who 
want to make pawns of the depos- 
itors. I’m not referring to the pres- 
ent company, Senator Couzens.” 

Bad Management Charged. 

The chief examiner laid the Mich- 
igan crash to “bad management,” 
to the serious conditions in the 
Union Guardian Trust Co., and to 
losses caused by the group’s taking 
over the Keane-Higbee Co., and 
the American State Bank. 

“And when you say bad manage- 
ment you’ve said a mouthful,” he 
added. | 

He said the dividend policy was 


“absolutely unwarranted, both 
from a legal and business stand- 
point.” 

Asked for his opinion dbout 


group banking, he said -he “pre- 
sumed” it could be successful, but 
that the Michigan group’s opera- 
tion was “vicious.” 
‘Houdini as Bank-Opener. 
Ferdinand Pecora, Banking Com-

Questioned by Senator Couzens of 
Michigan, Ford said his father’s ret- 
erence to $25,000,000 was a “general 
statement” because his deposits in 
the Detroit Bankers’ Co. group to- 
taled only $18,708,000. 

This, however, brought to about 
$50,000,000 the total deposits of the 
Fords in the two groups when. they 
were closed. 

Some Loans Without Collateral. 

Although he said some of the 
loans were made without collateral, 
Ford testified he did not realize 
the banks were in a “desperate con- 
dition.” 

The investigations already held 
evidence that refusal by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
“bail out” Henry Ford through loans 
to the Guardian group had resulted 
in a potential loss of almost $50, 
000,000 to the Ford Motor interests. 

Pecora asked about a transac- 
tion in July, 1932, when the Guar-- 
dian group borrowed $2,500,000 from

Mayor Asks Those Intesest- 


ed to Submit Plans in Ef- 
fort to Draft Model Or- 


dinance. 


A public hearing on license fees 
and regulation of establishments 
selling Aquor will be held by city 
officials at 7:30 p. m. Monday in 
the Board of Aldermen chambers 
at City Hall. 

This was decided this afternoon 
at a conference called by Mayor 
Shittinaie as a result of passage of 
the State liquor control law. The 
Mayor’s official subordinates, whom 
he calls his Cabinet, and the alder- 
manic Public Safety Committee at- 
tended. Fees and regulations will 
have to be established by the Alder- 
men by ordinance. 

All the Aldermen, in addition to 
the officials at the conference, are 

expected to attend the public hear- 
ing. The Mayor requested that views 
be submitted in writing at the hcar- 
ing, but a stenographer will be pres- 
ent to record oral statements. In 
the meantime, the Mayor solicits 
communications from persons and 
interests having opinions on liquor 
regulation, to help draft a “model 
ordinance.” 

Hay to Epitomibe Old Laws. 

In opening the conference, Dick- 


‘mann said consideration should be 


given to limiting the number of sa- 
loons or other liquor dispensaries 
in the city and to permanent revo- 
cation of licenses for serious viola- 
tions. Several officials present 
suggested it would be desirable to 
prepare a tentative ordinance for 
consideration at the hearing, but 
this was not decided on. City 
Counselor Hay, however, will pre- 
pare a digest of the old dramshop 
laws, including various pre-prohi- 
bition ideas of saloon regulation. 
This will be available as a guide at 
the hearing. 

If the new State law does not 
specifically prohibit brewers or 
liquor wholesalers from owning an 
interest in saloons or their fixtures, 
the city ordinance should do so, 
Dickmann declared. He described 
such ownership, and resulting com- 
petition and evasion of regulations, 
as a principal cause of prohibition. 

The city charter provides for an 
Excise Department under the De- 
partment of Public Safety, “when 
the city is permitted by State law 
to establish and maintain” it. The 
new control law gives the city this 
authority. The Excise Commis- 
sioner, in cHarge, is to be appointed 
theoretically by Director of Public 
‘Safety Chadsey, but actually by 
Mayor Dickmann. The Mayor said 
he had no one in mind for the 
place, but would choose an “out- 
standing citizen.” 

The commissioner’s salary prob- 
ably should be about $5000 a year, 
the Mayor thinks, and full .ime ser- 
vice would hot be required of him 
after the initial period of licensing. 
The Charter specifically provides 
that the Excise Commissioner may 
be removed- with or without cause 
by the Director of Public Safety or 
the Goverpor. . 

No Definite Ideas on Fees. 


‘Mayor Dickmann said he had no: 


definite idea on the amount of li- 
cense fee that should be charged 
drinking places or other  liquor- 
selling establishments. He has de- 
clared all groups of opinion, includ- 


ing drys, would be . consulted in 
‘fatten regulations. 

While the new State law essays 
to rule out the term “saloon,” that 
is the nature of retail places for 
sale of liquor by the drink which

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 12— 
Gov. Park today said he would sign 
the liquor control and sales tax bills 
passed by the Legislature last night 
as soon as possible after the bills 
reached him, and that machinery 
would be set up immediately for en- 
forcement of the two acts. 

He said he desired to study the 
final form of the acts, as amended 
in conference committee, but would 
approve both. 

Both the liquor control and sales 
tax acts carry emergency’ clauses, 
which will make them effective as 
soon as approved by the Governor. 

Enforcement of the liquor control 
act will be administered by a State 
Supervisor of Liquor Control, to be 
appointed by the Governor. En- 
forcement of the sales tax law will 
be administered by the State Audi- 
tor. The Governor said he had sevy- 
eral persons under consideration for 
appointment as Supervisor of Liq- 
uor Control but had not decided 
whom he would select. 

The Governor saic the machinery 
for enforcement of the liquor con- 
trol act would be set up as rapidly 
as possible. He said he could not 
estimate the time that would be re- 
quired before the Supervisor to be 
appointed could begin consideration 
of applications for the various types 
of licenses provided in the act. 

Not Just What Park Wanted. 

“The sales tax bill passed is not 
exactly what I wanted,” the Gover- 
nor said, “but the demand for adil 
tional revenue for emergency un- 
employment relief was so urgent 
that I will, of course, sign the bill, 
I am not certain how much money 
the rate of one-half per cent will 
raise. 

“I object to the inclusion of utill- 
ties and newspapers in the tax 
base: Of course, any such taxes 
the utilities pay are passed on te 
their customers through rates. 

“I hope the people and business 
concerns subjected to the sales tax 
will enter fully into the spirit of 
charity and relief which prompted 
recommendation of this legislation 
and its enactment and that they 
will not attempt to hinder the func. 
tioning of the act.” 

The Governor said the liquor con- 
trol act “should result in much bet- 
ter conditions than have existed, in 
the past and since 
national prohibition.”
